It  was  a  cool  morning  in  the  latter 
days  of  the  winter  season  and  almost 
on  the  front  edge  of  spring.  I  was 
driving  to  preach  at  a  church  in  the 
Delta.  Though  the  Delta  of  Mississippi 
is  one  of  the  most  agricultural  areas 
in  the  world,  that  transitional^riod 
it  was  still  gray  and  barren.  iMlong 
stretches  of  Delta  flatland  looked  d«td 
indeed,  lifeless,  hopeless,  and  empty. 
The  further  1  drove  the  more  I  thoi^t 
about  how  like  churdi  life  it  was.  Inere 
are  times  when  the  decisions  may  be 
few  and  many  times  there  may  be  none. 
Hiere  seems  to  be  very  little  energy  in 
the  congregation  and  the  wordiip  ser¬ 
vices  are  lifeless  almost  to  the  point  that 
we  think  they  are  meaningless.  You 
may  wonder  if  anythiim  wiH  change. 

Having  been  in  the  Delta  and  around 
the  Ddta,  I  knew  differently.  For  even 
thoi^  there  were  no  green  nwouts 
coming  out  of  the  ground  ana  the  trees 
were  still  just  seemingly  dead  limbs 
reaching  up  toward  the  sky,  I  knew  that 
it  would  not  stav  that  way.  I  knew  three 
thiim  that  would  change  the  whole 
lan<&ape  in  the  weeks  ahead. 

The  first  thing  I  knew  la  there 


is  preparation.  What  appeared  to  be 
empty  and  lifeless  dirt  bad  already  been 
plowed  and  prepared  so  that  when  the 
time  was  riglit,  the  da^  changed,  the 
^.•warmth  of  the  sun  did  its  work,  and  the 
heavens  gave  rain  all  would  be  ready  for 
plandiu.  The  wise  and  faithful  (dsmt- 
ers  in  the  Delta  do  not  sit  just  waiting

for  something  to  happen.  The^  prepare 
the  ground  knowing  that  God  m  His 
marvelous,  creative  way  will  provide  for 
a  new  day,  new  growth,  and  new  life. 

At  times,  when  we  experience  nothing 
happening  %ve  wonder,  worry,  and  even 
que^n  ff  God  is  ever  going  to  do  a 
worki^n.  Well,  we  can  have  confi¬ 
dence  in  Him.  He  needs  to  have  confi¬ 
dence  in  us  that  we  wiB  stay  feithful  and 
prepare  for  the  work  He  wants  to  do  in 
os  and  in  our  churches.

Planting  is 
not  an  end  in  itself.  It  is  the  early  step 
with  a  great  anticipation  that  some- 
thiim  is  going  to  happen. 

Ita  former  were  to  take  on  the  atti¬ 
tude  that  sometimes  we  do,  they  would 
simply  be  discoursed  and  possibly 
cbo^  to  do  nothing  since  life  seems 
so  bleak.  But  as  you  well  know,  that  is 
not  what  they  do.  Ihey  enter  into  the 
phase  of  planting  with  great  anticipa¬ 
tion  that  there  are  goiiw  to  be  millions 
of  great  harvest  potnibuities  ahead. 
Sure  between  plimting  and  harvesting 
there  is  work  to  be  done.  There  are 
struggles  and  uncertainties.  There  is 
the  possibility  of  drought  or  floods,  but 


undeterred  they  are  pushed  forward  by 
the  anticipation  of  the  abundance  that 
God  can  provide. 

A  find  thought  that  I  knew  was 
true  is  that  there  is  participation. 
If  the  former  does  not  get  up  early,  have 
his  equipment  ready  to  ga,  put  the  seed 
in  the  ground,  and  do  all  that  can  be 
done  to  nurture  and  protect  the  cn^ 
by  fighting  the  weeds  and  the  bu|^  and 
whatever  other  problems  and  peiftilence 
may  come,  nothing  will  ever  happen. 
Participation  is  required.  Do  you  want 
to  see  the  Lord  do  something  wonder¬ 
ful,  meaningful,  and  of  eternid  value  in 
your  church?  Then  make  yourself  avail¬ 
able  to  participle.  Long  hmre  your 
foith  bemmes  sight  do  what  He  wants 
you  to  do  so  that  He  can  do  in  you  what 
He  wants  to  do. 

The  great  Apostle  Paul  told  the 
first  century  believers,  ‘And  let  us  not 
become  weary  in  wcO  dmiig:  for  in  due 
season  we  shall  reap,  if  wewnt  not’ 
(Gal.  6:9).  He  knew  what  I  knew  that 
the  same  roads  that  I  drove  over  that 


drove  throu^  there  just  a  few  wedu 
later.  Give  God  your  hands,  your  heart, 
your  hfe,  and  your  labor.  Stavfaiffiful 
and  watch  to  see  what  He  will  do  in  the 
days  just  ahead.

decade  from  activists  who  want 
open  homosexiiala  in  leadership. 
Last  year,  homosexual  activMt 
groups  convinced  several  Corpo¬ 
rations,  indudinK  UPS  and  Intel, 
to  cease  funding  BSA  after  BSA's 
board  members  unanimously  af¬ 
firmed  traditional  leadership  pol¬ 
icies  at  their  aimual  meeting. 

That  pressu^  BSA  to  an¬ 
nounce  its  wiDingoess  to  recon¬ 
sider  revising  the  loo-year-old 
policy,  but  the  annouiKement 
met  considerable  opposition  from 
paroits  and  religi^  leaden  in- 
duding  leaders  of  the  Southenn 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC).
